FIGURES SHOW WEST COAST DRAWS 
MORE. MOTOR TOURISTS THAN EAST 


More tourists who are driving into 
the state in their automobiles, are com- 
ing to Florida’s west coast than to the 
čast coast, figures- gathered at Lake 
City, the entrance to the west coast 
highways, and at Jacksonville, entrance 
to the east coast’s routes, show: 

A census of automobiles coming into 
the state through the-two cities carly 
last month, was taken\and the figures 
obtained were forwarded to the Tampa 
Board of Trade. 

From September 14'to 21 inclusive, 
1958 out-of-state automobiles were 
driven through Lake City, headed along 
the west coast route. There were more 
Georgia.automobiles than any other. 
New York and Massachusetts, two of 
the principal New England states, were 
represented by 109 automobiles, There 
were 131 automobiles from Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, 106 from: Indiana and 
Illinois and 133 from * Oklahoma and 
Texas, Seven Canadíai cars were ‘in 
the list and a total of 55 machines were 
counted from California, Oregon, 
Washington and Nevada. 

The count of machines entering the 
state on the east coast route was made 
at the St, Johns, river bridgé at Jack- 
sonville from September 12 to 22, -in- 
clusive. Although automobiles were 
only counted eight days at Lake City, 
hey were counted for ten days at Jack- 
sonville. Evén~with this” advantage, 
the figures sent the Board of Trade 
show that 1,485 out-of-state cars en- 
tered during the fen days, as compared 


with the 1,958 cars which entered Lake 
City in eight days. Georgia again sent 
the majority of incoming automobiles 
on the cast coast route, with Michigan 
next with 112 machines. Thore were 


91 Ohio automobiles, Tennessedtad 88, 
New York 87 and California 21, Prac- 
tically all other states in the country 
also were represented.

Losses In Eggplant Patch 
Much of the losses to eggplant crops 
could be prevented, if known preven 
tive measures were taken by the grow- 
ers. Various diseases cause most of 
the losses and practically all of them 
can be controlled.

plant is caused by a'fungus (Phomop- 
sis vexans) which attack the stems, 
fruit and leaves of the plant, says G. 
F. Weber, associate plant pathologist of 
the Florida Experiment Station. This 
disease on the stem is known as tip- 
over or stem-cankers, It may bi 
nized on the fruit by . speckled, o; 
shaped spots, on the stems by o 
canker-like spots, and on the lcav 
circular brown spots. 

The disease on the fruit appears in 
the: form of somewhat sunken, oval 
spots which in time become dotted with 
minute pimple-like pustles. Ordinarily 
this rot spreads rapidly and in a few 
days involves the entire fruit. z 

Leaf-spots caused by this same or- 
ganism appear as irregular brown spots 
without any distinct markings or zona- 
tions but often with dark specks. 

To, control disinfect the seed for 5 
minutes in a 1-to-1000 solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate; then wash well in 
several changes of clear water and dry 
before planting. 

Spray thoroughly with 5- bor- 
deaux mixture. Repeat the spraying 
every ten days until a week before the 
last picking. To prevent staining of 
fruit, an ammoniacal solution of copper 
carbonate can be .substituted for. the 
bordeaux.
